An  estimated  $45,000  is  expected  to  be 
added  to  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Library 
Fund  in  the  next  two  weeks  as  Telefund 
II,  Pledge  Yourself,  rings  into  action. 

From  Oct.  31,  to  Nov.  3,  over  800 
callers  will  contact  their  fellow  students 
for  donations  to  the  “edition”  to  the 
library. 

As  of  last  week,  $108,645  had  been 
received  toward  the  library,  according  to 
Rich.  Humphreys,  chairman  of  the 
telefund.  Over  $43,000  of  this  has  been 
given  by  students. 

There  is  over  $200,000  in  verbal  and 
signed  pledges  from  wealthy  doners  and 
other  people  outside  the  University.  Of 
this,  $65,945  has  been  received,  added 
Humphreys. 

BYU  has  received  national  recognition 
for  their  success  in  last  year’s  telefund. 
Over  $33,000  was  totalled  in  last  year’s 
effort.  People  are  recognizing  the 
students  at  BYU  are  trying  to  build  up 
the  University  and  not  tear  it  down, 
remarked  Humphreys. 


Armistice  Day,  has  been  observed  as  such 
for  fifty  years  on  Nov.  11,  the  day  the 
armistice  pact  was  signed  ending  WWI. 

Mr.  Singleton  remarked  concerning  the 
controversy  that  he  did  not  see  how 
Congress  could  arbitrarily  change  a 
holiday  date  of  great  significance  to 
veterans  simply  to  make  it  a three  day 
holiday  where  500  people  would  be 
killed. 

The  four  nationally  recognized  veteran 
organizations  include  Veterans  of  the 
Foreign  Wars,  American  Legion,  Veterans 
of  WWI  and  Disabled  Veterans. 

It  was  decided  at  their  national 
convention  in  Palm  Springs  that  the 
Veterans  of  WWI  would  oppose  the 
change.  The  American  Legion  likewise  at 
its  convention  in  Chicago  chose  to  give 
opposition  to  the  holiday. 

A.  celebration  will  be  observed  on  Nov. 
1 1 all  over  the  state  of  Utah  in 
commemoration  of  the  historical  day.  Mr. 
Singleton  said  the  feeling  was  that  they 
didn’t  care  what  Congress  or  the 
President  or  anyone  said. 

President  Oaks  authorizes  all  faculty 
and  students  who  are  in  or  are  veterans  of 
the  military  service  or  reserves  to  wear 
their  uniforms  on  Monday.  The  Monday 
observance  will  be  permitted  on  campus 
for  those  desiring,  due  to  Nov.  11  falling 
on  a Saturday. 

The  BYU  ROTC  will  present  a joint 
retreat.  The  entire  cadet  corps  including 
■ the  Sponsors  (Army  women)  will  perform 
in  the  bringing  down  of  the  flag.  The 
ceremony  will  take  place  between  4:30 
and  5:00  p.m.  A uniform  marching  band 
will  play  the  national  anthem  and  a 
cannon  salute  will  be  given.  The  Air 
Force  Angel  Flight  will  be  on  hand  as  two 
planes  fly  above  the  campus.

he  large  majority  of  “cultural,” 
i.iletic,”  and  “spirit-boosting”  clubs  on 
lpus  today  have  been  formed  since

erence  between  some  of  the  old  social 
its  and  the  clubs  that  have  arisen  to 
e their  place,”  commented  Lyle 
tis,  assistant  dean  of  Student  Life. 

The  problem  today  is  with  the  clubs 
t try  to  carry  on  the  traditions  of 
se  old  organizations,”  he  added, 
he  decision  in  the  fall  of  1961  came  as 
urprise  to  most  students  although  the 
ial  units  question  had  been  a major 
itroversy  the  spring  before. 

Var  raged  across  the  pages  of  the  Daily 
iverse  for  two  months  over  the  issue, 
ititions  were  circulated  on  campus 
ing  that  the  units,  be  banned  for  such 
isons  as  cliquishness,  indebtedness, 
lation  of  University  standards  and 


exertion  of  influence  by  a small  student 
minority. 

Rush  and  pledge  activities  were  also 
mentioned  as  reasons  for  the  abolition  of 
the  organizations. 

“I  have  had  and  seen  about  all  I can 
take  with  these  social  units,”  the  head 
resident  of  one  dorm  wrote  to  the  paper. 
‘Twenty  minutes  ago,  we  tried  to  calm 
down  the  dorm  after  a rather  upsetting 
incident  in  which  some  unit  boys 
delivered  a boy  dressed  nothing  but  his 
shorts,  wrapped  in  a bedspread,  tied  with 
adhesive  tape  and  rope,  to  the  third  floor 
landing  of  our  dorm.  I would  like  to  hear 
one  good  point  in  favor  of  these  ‘hell 
nights.’  ” 

Archive  records  show  one  club’s 
pledgees  wore  a letter  symbolic  of  the 
club  on  their  foreheads,  were  fed  lard 
sandwiches  and  buttermilk,  and  had  com 
flakes  and  molasses  plastered  on  their 
heads. 

Inter-Organizational  Council  court 
meetings  record  one  male  club’s 
conviction  of  holding  a beer-bust  dinner 


and  dance  “at  which  sub-LDS  standards 
were  prevalent.”  Skits  and  jokes  which 
were  “sub-LDS  in  their  jest  and  in  their 
words”  and  “lude”  [sic]  were  listed  in 
the  court’s  minutes. 

One  men’s  club  was  found  guilty  of 
stealing  keys  to  a girls’  dorm  and 
“subsequent  personal  misconduct  toward 
University  employees  responsible  for 
investigating  such  violations,”  according 
to  Archive  records. 

The  decision  to  eliminate  the  units  was 
announced  when  student  leaders  and  club 
presidents  met  with  Elder  Howard  W. 
Hunter  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  the  1961  school  year. 

Elder  Hunter  said,  “After  long  study 
and  careful  consideration,  it  is  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the 
social  units  orr  the  campus  of  Brigham 
Young  University  should  be  discontinued 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  school  year 
1961*62.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the 
young  people  who  now  belong  to  these 
organizations  will  seek  to  find  expressions 
for  their  leadership  ability  and  social 


activities  in  the  many  organizations  that 
are  available  to  them  on  the  campus.” 

In  general,  student  leaders  and  club 
presidents  expressed  their  support  of  the 
decision  in  the  Universe  interviews  which 
followed  the  announcement. 

Seventeen  clubs  were  disbanded  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  However,  one  student 
predicted  in  a letter  to  the  editor,  “Ban 
units  if  you  like;  dissolve  them,  but 
they’ll  start  again.  I’m  sorry  . . . but  the 
human  race  is  like  that.  From  the 
beginning  of  time,  men  with  common 
desires  and  thoughts  have  joined  together 
in  brotherhood.” 

In  the  fall  of  1 962,  the 
Inter-Organizational  Council  announced 
“aid  in  constitution  writing  will  be 
offered  units  that  want  to  organize  with 
new  objectives,  new  constitutions  and 
new  names.  A wide  range  of 
possibilities-athletics  or  service,  for 
example-are  open  to  these  people  if  they

Election  revision  proposed 


German  week  to  feature 
firesides,  Oktoberfest 


The  new  Constitution  as 
proposed  by  ASBYU,  will  provide 
for  a more  representative  form  of 
student  government,  according  to 
those  working  on  revisions. 

“To  increase  the  ability  of  BYU 
students  to  vote  more  responsibly 
and  intelligently,  and  also  to 
lessen  the  time  demands  of  a long 
and  gruelling  campaign  of  the 
candidates,  the  ASBYU 
Constitutional  Revision 
Committee  proposes  the 
establishment  of  a Nominating 
College,”  said  Presidential 
Assistant  Lew  Cramer. 

According  to  Cramer,  “The 
essential  benefit  of  this 
Nominating  College  would  be  its 
emphasis  on  narrowing  the  usually 
large  field  of  candidates  down  to 
the  two  best  qualified  candidates 


for  each  office,  and  then  the 
general  student  body  would  vote 
on  these  two  candidates.” 

“To  allow  for  equal  and 
responsible  representation  in  the 
Nominating  College,”  Cramer 
said,  “all  BYU  students  would  be 
divided  into  precincts,  perhaps 
roughly  corresponding  to  branch 
boundaries. 

Approximately  two  weeks  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Nominating 
College,  students  in  each  precinct 
elect  three  delegates  to  represent 
them  at  the  Nominating  College,” 
said  Cramer. 

“One  week  before  the 
Nominating  College,  those 
interested  would  file  for 
nomination  and  begin  their 
campaigns,”  he  noted. 

“During  this  one  week  of 


campaigning,  each  candidate  will 
appear  in  a public  series  of 
informational  caucuses.  These 
public  caucuses  will  hopefully  be 
more  informative,  extensive,  and 
penetrating  in  offering  the 
students  insights  unto  the 
candidates  and  the  issues,  than  the 
present  one  hour  meeting  in  the 
Memorial  Lounge.” 

Cramer  said  each  nominating 
delegate  will  be  encouraged  to 
attend  at  least  one  hour  of  caucus 
for  every  office  to  learn  about  the 
individual  candidates  and  their 
platforms.

want  to  form  new  groups  or 
reorganize  old  ones.” 

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
Student  Life,  came  to  BYU  in  the 
fall  of  1962  and  was  faced  with 
the  responsibility  of  enforcing  the 
decision  of  the  previous  year. 
According  to  Cameron,  the 
changes  were  generally  well 
accepted  and  resulted  in  few 
violations. 

Problems  arose  when  “great 
numbers  of  young  men  returned 
from  missions  and  objected  to  the 
changes,”  recalfed  Cameron.

SAIGON  — Henry  A.  Kissinger  and  President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu 
apparently  intensified  a search  for  a settlement  to  the  Indochina  war 
yesterday,  meeting  twice  for  a total  of  five  hours  and  leaving  open 
the  possibility  of  a third  meeting  Friday. 

Thieu’s  information  ministry  issued  an  unusual  communique 
quoting  “political  observers”  as  saying  the  South  Vietnamese 
president  has  reasserted  Saigon’s  opposition  to  a coalition 
government  as  proposed  by  the  Viet  Cong. 


U.S.  and  Russia  schedule  meetings 

WASHINGTON  - The  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  have 
agreed  to  open  the  second  round  of  strategic  offensive  arms 
limitation  talks  in  Geneva  on  Nov.  21,  the  White  House  announced 
yesterday. 

The  new  set  of  negotiations  will  seek  a permanent  treaty  to  follow 
up  on  the  interim  curb  on  offensive  nuclear  weapons  signed  by 
President  Nixon  during  his  Moscow  summit  in  May. 


Common  Market  holds  summit 

PARIS  - Leaders  of  the  enlarged  Common  Market  met  in  their 
first  summit  conference  yesterday  and  urged  a stronger  community 
with  close  ties  to  the  United  States. 

Chancellor  Willy  Brandt  of  West  Germany  called  for  an  “organized 
dialogue”  with  the  United  States. 

“Western  Europe  and  America  need  each  other  as  self-confident 
and  equal  partners,”  he  told  the  meeting. 


Boggs’  plane  still  lost 


ANCHORAGE,  Alaska  - The 
Air  Force  yesterday  pressed  a 
top-secret  Strategic  Air  Command 
reconnaisance  aircraft  into  the 
search  for  the  missing  plane  with 
House  Democratic  Leader  Hale 
Boggs  and  three  others  aboard. 

The  SR71  aircraft,  which  can 
fly  at  2,000  miles  per  hour  and 
survey  electronically  more  than 
60,000  square  miles  in  an  hour, 
surveyed  Alaska  land  in  the  first 
clear  search  weather  since  the 
Boggs  plane  disappeared  Monday. 

The  plane  is  attached  to  SAC’s 
reconnaisance  wing  at  Beale  Air 
Force  Base  in  California.  Military 
officials  said  they  did  not  know 
whether  it  would  land  at 
Elmendorf  Air  Force  Base  in 
Alaska  or  just  make  a round-trip 
survey  flight. 

This  would  be  possible  because 
the  search  area  was  set  at  56,000 


square  miles,  and  bad  weather  was 
expected  to  move  in  again  late 
Thursday. 

While  the  SR71  flew  overhead, 
expert  Army  mountaineers  tramped 
through  wilderness  atop 
2,500-foot  Portage  Pass,  50  miles 
southeast  of  Anchorage  looking 
for  the  missing  plane. 

Air,  land  and  sea  searchers 
checked  out  various  reports  and 
still  found  no  trace  of  the  plane 
that  vanished  Monday  on  a 
560-mile  flight  from  Anchorage  to 
Juneau.  With  Boggs  on  the 
twin-engine  Cessna  310  were  Rep. 
Nick  Begich,  Alaska’s  only 
congressman;  his  aide,  Russell 
Brown  and  the  pilot,  Don  E.  Jonz 
of  Fairbanks. 

The  weather  improved 
Thursday  and  an  Air  Force 
spokesman  said  “It’s,  the  best 
we’ve  had  since  the  search  began. 
It  could  be  a make  or  break  deal.”

The  congressmen  were  leaving  town  so  fast  Wednesday  that 
neither  the  House  nor  Senate  could  muster  quorums  for  votes.  So 
Congress  adjourned  at  8:50  p.m.

The  Teal  world’  here 


One  of  the  basic  fears  of  college  students  is  graduating  from  college 
only  to  find  that  they  are  dissatisfied  with  their  major,  or  unable  to 
make  it  in  the  profession  into  which  they  have  put  years  of  study. 


A basic  criticism  of  college  education  is  that  it  doesn’t  prepare 
individuals  for  “real  life.”  This  is  evident  in  the  vast  number  of  college 
graduates  who  are  not  satisfied  with  their  field  of  study. 


Many  of  the  departments  on  campus  are  now  trying  to  remedy  this 
by  allowing  students  to  obtain  practical  experience  while  going  to 
school. 


One  particular  department  that  has  been  going  through  major  changes 
is  the  elementary  education  department  whose  new  program  is  centered 
around  a performance-based  experience.  The  students  have  this 
experience— both  actual  and  simulated-as  they  go  through  college,  and 
not  just  when  they  become  seniors  and  student-teach. 


With  the  program  students  know  if  they  are  suited  to  teaching  early 
enough  that  they  can  get  out  of  the  program  in  time  if  not  interested. 


UNDER  the  past  program,  according  to  Max  J.  Berryessa,  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Elementary  Education,  “a  student  could  graduate 
with  a 4.0,  but  be  a lousy  teacher.”  The  new  program  eliminates  such  a 
situation. 


It  is  divided  into  five  phases,  with  the  first  phase,  in  the  freshman 
year,  being  a self-analysis  to  determine  if  the  student  is  teaching 
“material.”  The  students  are  started  directly  into  education  classes,  not 
waiting  until  their  junior  year. 


Sen.  William  Proxmire  of  Wisconsin  has  a message  for  soft, 
sedentary-living  Americans  that  might  get  them  off  their  duffs.

Phase  II  is  the  teacher  assistant  experience  in  which  sophomores  are 
put  into  the  public  school  classrooms  as  teaching  assistants.  They  spend 
their  mornings  in  the  public  schools  all  semester.  “If  they  don’t  like  it,” 
said  Berryessa,  “they  know  it  when  they’re  sophomores.” 


NO  FACTS 


The  third  phase  is  a follow-up  that  is  more  meaningfully  related  to 
the  teaching  profession.  In  this  phase  the  students  demonstrate  teaching 
techniques  in  a lab  situation.  It  is  a pass-fail  system  set  at  a high  level  of 
performance. 


The  fourth  phase  of  the  program  is  student  teaching,  which  lasts  only 
a block  instead  of  a semester.  When  a student  wants  to  pass  a 
technique,  an  assistant  is  called  into  his  classroom.  The  technique  may 
be  redone  until  it  is  done  right  or  the  student  gives  up. 


The  initiation  of  such  programs  as  these  are  happening  in  several 
departments  on  campus.  They  will  help  speed  up  the  college  process  for 
many,  along  with  providing  more  satisfaction  after  graduation. 


A pound  saved  is  a penny  earned 


The  headline  in  his  latest  report  to  his  constituents  in  Wisconsin 
reads:  “Walk  More,  Eat  Less-To  Keep  Your  Taxes  Down!”

He 
has  made  his  study,  and  his  evidence 
has  convinced  him  that  his  conclusions 
are  true.  Rather  than  simply 
pooh-pooh  Allen’s  conclusions  for  the 
dubious  reasons  mentioned  above,  Mr. 
Meeter  needs  to  show  which  of  Allen’s 
“facts”  are  false  if  he  can,  or  how  the 
facts  are  used  deceptively  to  draw  false 
conclusions  . . . stop  playing  with 
semantics  and  present  evidence  to 
support  his  ideas.  Even  if  Mr.  Allen  had 
declared  that  he  believes  his  conclusion 
is  a fact,  this  would  not  automatically 
invalidate  his  conclusion. 

Turning  to  Wade  Livingston’s  letter, 
one  may  answer  that  all  evil  in  a sense 
originates  from  Satan.  But  that  does 
not-  mean  that  Lucifer  cannot  use 
people  and  some  organizations  to 
accomplish  his  designs.  When  we 
oppose  them,  we  oppose  Satan.  I 
believe  that  the  Church  will  be  seen  to 
be  the  most  effective  organization  in 
fighting  the  efforts  of  Satan,  but  this 
does  not  preclude  the  temporary  value 
of  other  organizations,  especially  since 
the  Church  has  the  policy  of  staying 
out  of  direct  interference  in  matters 
with  political  implications.

JUST  STATUTES 


Editor: 


I read  with  interest  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Frank  Riggs  which  appeared  in  the 
Oct.  17  issue  of  the  Universe. 

I have  a few  comments ...  First, 
moral  legislation  does  not  necessarily 
mean  government  intervention  into  our 
personal  religious  beliefs.  The  idea  of 
Welfare  is  based  uport  moral  grounds, 
as  is  the  idea  behind  our  foreign  policy, 
law  and  order,  and  many  others.  One 
specific  case  in  point  was  the  Edmunds 
Bill  of  1882,  which  concerned 
polygamy  . . . based  completely  upon 
moral  philosophy  . . . Almost  all 
legislation  is  based  upon  morals  and 
value  judgments  of  some  kind.  It  is  the 
function  of  a democracy  to  insure  the 
majority  that  it  will  be  their  values  and 
morals  incorporated  into  the 
legislation,  rather  than  the  values  of  a 
minority. 

Secondly,  pornography  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  religious  beliefs  of  the 
person  who  avails  himself  of  it.  Rather, 
it  concerns  the  lack  of  religious 
beliefs  . . . not  interfering  with  or 
curtailing  anyone’s  religious  ideals  or 
worship. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  L.D.S. 
people  to  have  a favorable  impact  upon 
the  morals  incorporated  in  legislation. 
In  the  D&C  134:1,  we  are  told  that  we 
will  be  held  accountable  for  our  acts 
concerning  making  laws  for  the  good 
and  safety  of  society.  The  Book  of 
Mormon  parallels  this  idea.  In  Mosiah 
29:26-27  and  Alma  1:32-33,  we  are 
told  of  the  effects  of  righteous  laws 
effected  by  the  voice  of  the  people  . . . 
Where  good  men  are  in  the  majority 


they  must  exercise  their  democratic  u 
power  or  else  the  wicked  o " 
unenlightened  minority  will  effec 
their  morals  into  legislation  . . 

Another  point  ...  is  his  concept  o 
total  freedom.  This  is  simply  no  , 
correct.  We  do  have  certain  inalienablt  S> 
rights,  but  in  the  context  of  am  ( 
society  these  must  not  be  turned  inti 
total  freedom. 

Concerning  pornography  itself,  it  i 
damaging  to  society  . . . Consider  tht 
Conf.  Report  of  Pres.  Lee  in  Octobe 
of  1970.  “Now  brethren,  this  is  a thir 
that  we  must,  as  a Priesthood,  take 
firm  stand  against,  and  do  everythin! 
within  our  communities  to  see  to 
that  by  every  means  within  our  powe 
we  are  going  to  play  down  the  showini 
of  or  the  distribution  of  any  kind 
pornographic  literature,  films, 
advertisements.” 

Incidentally,  the  Supreme  Cour 
ruled  in  the  Roth-Alberts  case 
that  obscene  expression 
protected  by  the  First  Amendmeh 
guarantee  of  freedom  of  speech, 
pornographic  statutes 
Constitutional  as  well  as  moral. 

I,  too,  am  in  favor  of  freedom.  But 
also  am  in  favor  of  taking  positiv 
legislative  in  the  moral  theater  for  th 
reasons  stated  above.

Kenney  said  yesterday.

“Weather  has  impaired  our 
operations.  The  river  is  very  high 
and  quite  swift.

KENNEY  SAID  much  of  the 
oil-soaked  debris  had  been  pulled 
ashore  during  the  cleanup 
operations  this  week,  and  that 
which  remained  in  the  river  has 


“We  have  three  booms  in  place 
and  had  planned  to  put  a second 
log  boom  up  to  relieve  pressure. 
Another  plastic  boom  and  the 
second  log  boom  are  being  held  in 
abeyance,”  he  said. 

Kenney  said  if  the  weather  lets 
up,  the  workers  may  attempt  to 
move  the  first  log  boom 
downriver,  “because  it’s  not  doing 
any  good  now  where  it  is.” 


HE  SAID  boats  will  start 
removing  the  debris  from  the 
coves  as  soon  as  weather  permits.
